COUNTY LINE DISPUTE,

Settled in Favor of Susguehanna County.
Forest City Will Not Come Into Fold®
By a decree handed down yesterday

afternoon President Judge R, W. Arch-

biald, of this county, forever sattled the
dividing line between this and Susque-
hanng eounty "

Away back In 1810, on Feb, 22, the leg-
jslnture passed an aet  of  assembly
ereating Ontario county from parts of
ol Luzerns and Lycoming countles,
A commission of three was appolnted
by the governor, which lald out the
boundaries of the new county, and for
almost elghty-four years the line they
gaye was regurded as the right one.

In 1500 the supervisors of CGireenfield
township, in this pounty, got up a petl-
tion asking the court of this county to
create a commission for the purpose of
ressurveying the lipe between Lacka-
wanna and Susquéhanne countles; that
the latter unjustly held possessgion of a
gtrip of land & htf mile long, beginning
ut Wyalusing Falls and ending at the
northeasterly corner of this county.

On April § 1801, this court granted
the prayer of the petitioner and Sus-
quehanna count®'s court did Hkewise.
County Surveyor A. B, Dunning, of this
county, County Surveyor L. B. Benson,
of Susquehanna, and County Suryeyor
W. H. Sturdevant, of Luzerne, were ap-
pointed on the commission to loeate the
e,

They made a re-survey, and when
thelr work was completed Messrs, Ben-
gon and Sturdevant agreed that the old
line was the correct opne, but Counly
Surveyor Dunning dissented and filed
i minnrlty report, In making the sur-
yer e enmlgeews.agreml upon the jo=
ecatlon of o polnt in the Wynlusing
ereek called Slppery Rock. Starting
at this polnt Mr. Dunning wanted Lo
project a line due east, which would
hand over to Lackunwanna counly the
gtrip of land a half mile wide that the
Greenfleld supervigsors clamored for.
Without glving the exact degrees and
minutes, but to put it plainly, the new
line wouwld transfer Forest Clty and
gome adjoining farm land from Sus-
quehanna o this county.,

By following & line du¢é east from
Silppery Rock there would be no traces
of the traditional line found and the
other two surveyors declded to go ac-
cording to the marks of the old line to
he found on the rocks and trees as far
back ns 1527, Busquehanna  county's
courtconfirmed the majority report and
the matter came up yesterday in this
eourt. Ex-Judge H. A, Knapp appearsd
with exceptions to the report and Coun-
ty Solicitor Freeman I Lott and Attor-
ney Willam M, Post argued for the
majority report, Maps as far back as
1810 were offdred to the court for in-
spection. Durfhg the argument Attor-
ney Post lald special stress on the per-
gonal, ambition of  Mr. Dunning In
framing the minority report.  Judge
Archbald overruled the exceptions of
ex-Judge Kpapp and confirmed the ma-
Jority report
